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State Income Tax Cease-Fire To Come 
On Inauguration Eve 
Challenge Could 
Cost $90 Million

Columbus husband and wife have filed 
a $90 million lawsuit against the State 
of Ohio, challenging state income tax 
laws that require them to file a joint 
return. 
State law says couples with separate 
incomes who file a joint federal return 
must file a joint state return as well. 
The joint return usually m eans less 
federal tax, but a higher state tax. 
Jack and Jo Ann Walker claim in 
their suit in U.S. District Court here 
that the law denies 
them 
equal 
protection under the law and violates 
their constitutional right to free asso­ 
ciation. 
The suit, filed Monday, is a class 
action on behalf of all m arried couples 
who must file joint returns. It asks that 
the state be forced to refund each 
couple the difference between their 
joint tax and the tax they would pay if 
each person filed separately. 
A spokesman for the Department of 
Taxation confirmed that this would 
total in the neighborhood of $90 million, 
about 25 per cent of total annual 
revenue from the tax. 
The Walkers also ask in their suit 
that a three-judge panel be convened 
as soon as possible to issue tem porary 
and perm anent injunctions against the 
state to keep it from collecting any 
more taxes under the challenged 
provisions. 
Taxation officials said that if a 
restraining order were issued they 
would have serious trouble complying 
without stopping income tax collec­ 
tions altogether. 
The problem is that without in­ 
dividual returns, which haven’t been 
filed yet, the state has no way of 
knowing which taxpayers plan to file 
joint returns and therefore could not 
stop w ithholding them unless it 
stopped withholding from everyone. 
“We’d have to try to identify them, 
but you can see what our problems 
would be,” one official said.

and gifts exceeding $100. 
Financial statem ents also would be 
required of congressional employes 
earning $22,000 or m ore a year. 
M athias and Stevenson, who held 
informal hearings 
last 
month 
on 
congressional refo rm , said in a 
statem ent that public disclosure is 
‘‘the best medicine to restore the 
health of Congress’ public im age.” 
Numerous financial disclosure bills 
have been introduced in the past 
without getting anywhere.

SAIGON (AP) — A cease-fire will be 
declared by the United States and 
South Vietnam on the eve of President 
Nixon’s inauguration Saturday to pave 
the way toward signing of a peace 
agreem ent to end the Indochina war, 
South 
V ietnam ese 
sources 
said 
tonight. 
Nixon was said to have advised 
President Nguyen Van Thieu that an 
international 
agreem ent 
has 
been 
reached to preclude further hostilities 
by North Vietnam, and to have told 
'131160 to ‘‘trust in m e.” 
The unilateral cease-fire would be 
designed to set the stage for an ex­ 
change of prisoners and for the signing 
by the foreign m inisters of the United 
States, North Vietnam, South Vietnam 
and the Viet Cong of the peace set­ 
tlement drafted at Paris, the in­ 
formants said. 
There was no clear understanding of 
whether Hanoi and the Viet Cong had 
agreed to the allied cease-fire. How­ 
ever, the sources, who have had access 
to discussions by Thieu and other top­ 
level South Vietnamese leaders of the 
latest draft proposal, said concessions 
had been m ade by both sides on 
essential issues blocking the pjace 
treaty. 
These reports came after Gen. 
Alexander M. Haig Jr. conferred for 
2xi. hours with Thieu on the draft 
proposal worked out by Henry A. 
Kissinger and Hanoi’s I* Due 'rho in 
Paris. 
Official sources said North Vietnam 
and the United States had agreed on 


the size of an international force to 
supervise the cease-fire. South Vietna­ 
mese sources said the new draft still 
left unresolved such basic Saigon 
demands as the withdrawal of all 
North Vietnamese troops from South 
Vietnam and restoration of the de­ 
militarized zone between the North 
and South. But p ro g ress tow ard 
agreement was reported on those also. 
The U.S. Em bassy indicated there 
would be further meetings between 
Haig and Thieu and said the schedule 
of fVesident Nixon’s special em issary 
was “open-ended.” 
There were unconfirmed reports 
from Vietnamese sources that Haig 
brought a personal letter from Nixon 
to Thieu. But political sources in 
Saigon and Washington indicated that 
the halt in all attacks on North Viet­ 
nam which began Monday was not only 
a sign of good faith to Hanoi but also a 
message to Thieu that Nixon considers 
a just agreem ent is within grasp and 
he is determined to conclude it. 
Nixon ordered all offensive military 
operations across the entire territory 
of North Vietnam halted Monday 
night, 
citing 
p ro g ress 
in 
the 
negotiations between Kissinger and 
Tho last week. 
Nixon’s action, which the Florida 
White House term ed a “unilateral 
gesture,” gave momentum to new 
peace hopes and cam e amid a host of 
reports that an agreem ent to end the 
war would be signed soon. 
The White House refused to discuss 
the reports of an agreem ent, saying 


instead 
that 
“negotiations are 
in 
progress” and Kissinger would return 
to Paris 
“in 
the 
relatively 
near 
future." 


South Vietnamese sources said that 
among the provisions of the revised 
draft proposal tieing scrutinized by 
Thieu and Haig is one calling for an 
international force of about 3,000 men 
to supervise a cease-fire. 


Hanoi, according to Kissinger, was 
demanding a force of only 250 men 
when the negotiations broke off Dec. 
13, while the United States wanted up 
to 5,000. Thieu was seeking even more. 
Some sources in Washington said 
that other than the sovereignty and 
cease-fire supervision provisions, the 
new draft agreem ent contains the 
basic provisions worked out by Kis­ 
singer and Tho in October.

ASH FORK, Ariz. (AP) — I^ast year 
high school pupils in this northern 
Arizona community of 900 built a two- 
bedroom house and sold it. 
This year, 
they’re aiming even 
higher. They’re building an airplane 
and hope to fly it. 
“ I’m teaching these kids to sur­ 
vive,” says School Supt. Bill Roark. 
“We want to keep these kids off the 
welfare rolls and also let them take a 
look at more of the world than Ash 
Fork offers them .” 
The aircraft being constructed under 
the direction of Lloyd Eash isn’t a 
model. Ifs a fullsize, fabric-covered 
plane complete with two seats and an 
80 horsepower engine. 
Five junior and senior pupils are 
working on the plane for class credit.

MOSCOW (AP) — An unmanned 
Soviet spaceship made a soft landing 
on the moon today and put out a 1,848- 
jxtund moon rover that sent television 
pictures back to the earth, Tass an­ 
nounced. 
The Soviet news agency said the 
spaceship, Luna 21, landed on the 
eastern fringe of the Sea of Serenity, 
inside the Lemognier Crater, at 1:35 
a.m ., or 5:35 p.m. EST Monday. 
The self-propelled Lunokhod 2 rolled 
down the gangway to the lunar surface 
at 4:14 a.in., Tass reported. Lunokhod 
2 moved about, its running gear and 
control systems were checked by the 
ground crew, and “television pictures 
of the landing stage and the lunar land­ 
scape were received,” Tass said. 
Lunokhod 2 will continue the work of 
Lunokhod 
I, 
a 
1,663-pound 
moon 
vehicle that spent IO months exploring 
the lunar surface in 1970-71, Tass said. 
Like Lunokhod I, Lunokhod 2 had 
aboard a French “corner reflector” 
supplied under the S oviet-F rench 
agreem ent on cooperation 
in 
ex­ 
ploration in outer space. The an­ 
nouncement said this would continue 
experim ents in fixing the moon’s 
location more accurately by laser 
readings. 
Tass said Lunokhod 2 will rem ain 
stationary until Thursday, recharging 
its chemical power supply with the 
help of a solar battery. Then it will go 
ahead with its program . 


North Vietnamese and Viet Cong were 
claimed to have been killed, and on the 
eastern edge of the Mekong Delta’s U 
Minh Forest. Government forces there 
lost 19 killed and 35 wounded while at 
least 52 enemy troops were slain, a 
military communique said. 
Both of these areas have been the 
scene of increasing activity in the past 
week as the South Vietnamese tried to 
regain some of the territory that was 
lost or rem ains contested from the 
Communists* 1972 offensive. 
Fighting also continued in Quang Tri 
province just below the demilitarized 
zone, where delayed field reports said 
South Vietnamese m arines trying to 
secure ground north of the Thach Han 
River were driven back by an attack 
Sunday.

Ohio House Panel Studies Gilligan Tax Sharing Program 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
H ouse Finance C om m ittee today 
began looking at Gov. John Gilligan’s 
$92.3 million federal revenue .sharing 
proposal. 


The Ohio Supreme Court, m ean­ 
while, during a skeleton House session 
Monday, put a second version of its 
rules for criminal procedure before the 
General Assembly. 


The 
G illigan 
ad m in istratio n 
proposes to use the state’s initial 
allocation of federal revenue sharing 
funds for a wide range of capital im­ 
provements, which Gilligan said would 
preclude the need for a separate 
capital improvements bill until 1975. 


But the adm inistration proposes to 
use $3.8 million of the federal funds for 
a one-year pilot project of state sub­ 
sidies up to 50 per cent of bus and 
transit fares for an estimated IO m il­ 
lion elderly and handicapped riders 
each year in Ohio’s big cities. 


Transportation Director J. Phillip 
Richley, 
whose department 
would 
implement the plan, said it may be 
unique among state governments, and 
could serve a dual purpose of helping 
d isad v an tag ed 
citizens 
an d 
establishing a concept of state aid for 
Ohio’s ailing m ass transit systems. He 
said so far, the state has not provided 
the system s “with a dime.” 


He said the departm ent has figured 
that Ohioans who rely on m ass transit 
“as 
their 
only 
means 
of 
tran ­ 
sportation” m ight qualify for special 
cards or certificates for the purchase 
of reduced rate cards or coupons. The 
transit system s would be reim bursed 
by the state. 
Details rem ain to be worked out, but 
Richley said the departm ent would 
establish eligibility for the subsidies. 
The p asse n g ers couldn’t tra v e l 
outside their cities, but could use the 
subsidy for travel of “any purpose,” 
Richley said. Although the director 
said he knows of no other state which 
has such a plan, the idea is being tried 
in Cincinnati and possibly in some 


other cities. 
The Supreme Court’s proposed new 
rules of criminal procedure went into 
the House, the sam e place where they 
obtained their first setback last year. 
The Senate later followed through with 
a sim ilar objection. 
At the time, the legislature was irked 
with the court for knocking two of its 
proposed constitutional amendments 
off the May, 1972, ballot. The court 
said, among other things, they were 
poorly drafted. 
The legislature was 
also under 
heavy lobbying from bail bondsmen, 
who objected to relaxed provisions for 
letting defendants out of jail on their 
own recognizance. 


Under the latest version, the court 
modified its stand somewhat upon bail. 
It still allows a judge to decide whether 
a defendant should put up a cash bond. 
A policeman who objects to 
a 
defendant being released on his own 
recognizance must subm it his ob­ 
jecting in writing. The judge can then 
release him on 
a 
bail 
schedule 
established by courts in the area. 
If the defendant is a repeater, the 
judge could hold a separate hearing to 
determ ine what bond is necessary. 
Chief Justice C. William O’Neill said 
the proposed rules would “unify and 
sim plify” criminal procedure. The 
rules would favor the use of summons 
instead of arrest in minor cases. 


At the same time it subm itted its 
new version of the crim inal rules, the 
court offered “ co rrec tiv e am en d ­ 
m ents” to appellate, civil and juvenile 
rules the legislature let go into effect 
last July. 
“The purpose of the rules is to im­ 
prove the quality of crim inal justice 
adm inistered in Ohio courts and to 
expedite the trial of those accused of 
crim e,” O’Neill said. 
O’Neill said the rules, if adopted, 
would com plem ent the recently- 
passed 
crim in al 
code. 
Among 
legislative 
complaints 
against 
the 
rules last year was one that Hie court 
didn’t listen to 51 am endm ents offered 
by the legislature.

Mars Mapped For First Humans 


When humans set foot on the 
planet Mars—which will likely 
be some years from now—they 
will have a detailed map of the 
planet’s surface with them. 
Cartographers 
have 
put 
together 
a 
m osaic 
of 
photographs taken by Mariner 
9 to form a complete map of 
Mars. 
The map is an important 


milestone in the advancement 
of space science, and proof of 
what can be accomplished by 
unmanned 
satellites. 
The 
photographic study of Mars is 
the first such comprehensive 
pictorial exploration of any 
planet. The success of Mariner 
9 guarantees similar efforts 
will be made with other planets 
as the subjects. 


What 
made 
the 
Mars 
photographic experience so 
successful were the techniques 
used to interpret what turned 
out to be badly distorted 
photographs. Poor lighting on 
the surface of the planet, a lack 
of contrasting colors, a hazy 
atmosphere and swirling dust 
storms, varying trajectories of 
the cameras—all added up to 
Living Longer

Newsmen's Sources 


In Connecticut a bill has been in­ 
troduced that would shelter journalists 
from the obligation to testify about 
their sources, and varying measures to 
the same end are being considered 
elsewhere. The entire discussion, 
however, has so far been structured as 
a kind of melodrama: those who wish 
to bring the facts before the public 
versus those who — malevolently, 
selfishly — wish to conceal them. 
No doubt there is some truth in this 
view, but, at bottom, the contest 
between the government and the 
journalists is, like most things, a 
power struggle. It is the underlying 
aim of the government not so much to 
suppress facts as to break the informal

power the journalists themselves 
possess to select what facts to present 
and how to present them: i.e., the 
government is challenging the jour­ 
nalists’ own power to censor the news. 
And this particular power struggle 
has become tense just at this time 
because of the ideological hostility 
between many of the media and the 
Nixon Administration. 
If “getting at the facts” were really 
the central issue, the courts them­ 
selves would have the strongest case. 
After all, newsmen have already 
served some time because the courts 
insisted on knowing all “the facts” 
there were to know. This the newsmen 
resisted. 
PUCO Prepares 
Likely Bombshell 
For Gilligan 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio is 
quietly preparing what could be a 
bombshell for Gov. John Gilligan’s 
administration. 
The PUCO is in the process of 
rewriting Ohio’s 407-page utility law, 
covering all forms of public utilities, 
from trucks to electric companies. 
Although the Gilligan administration 
has indicated it plans to keep a low 
profile for the next two years—after 
successful fights over taxes in the last 
session of the legislature—the PUCO 
could blow those plans. 
The PUCO’s updating of the laws, at 
this point, would eliminate the 
discounts some utility firms give 
employes. 
One electric company in the state, 
for example, discounts employes’ bills 
30 per cent. Others provide similar 
benefits, some more and some less. 
In many cases, whether PUCO 
staffers know it or not, those discounts 
are a provision of union contracts the 
firms signed. 


The elimination is not likely to make 
union leaders, including Ohio AFLrCIO 
President Frank King, happy. 


When state Finance Director Harold 
Hovey announced his resignation 
recently, he took his own staff by 
surprise and left at least one reporter 
feeling he should have had the story 
already. 
“I didn’t even know he was going 
until 15 minutes before he announced 
it,” said Hovey’s assistant James 
Lee krone. 
But Ijeckrone was not as upset as a 
reporter for a Cleveland newspaper 
who ran into Hovey by chance last 
month in Illinois, where Hovey will 
take a post similar to the one he held in 
Ohio. 
The reporter asked Hovey if he was 
“contemplating a move to Illinois.” 
Hovey, who had already decided he 
was going to move, felt it was truthful 
to say “no,” since he was past the 
contemplation stage. 


But the issue is really much more 
intricate. Consider two possible 
scenarios. 
Suppose New York Times reporter A 
receives a leak from discontented 
White House aide B which reveals the 
conservative Senator C is in a financial 
scandal. Here the scenario is simple 
and predictable. The reporter prints 
all, ruins the career of C, applies for 
his Pulitzer Prize, and, if the courts 
insist on ferreting out the identity of B, 
spends some time in jail, and then goes 
on the campus lecture circuit. 
Suppose, however some dimension 
of the scandal, perhaps not centrally 
but off at the margin, seems to involve, 
for example, Senator Kennedy. Then 
the Times reporter himself faces the 
decision on whether or not to ventilate 
that fact. He may or may not publish 
it; his decision may or may not be 
ideologically motivated. But he has the 
power to censor the news. 
A further factor is involved. During 
the last 20 years, the number of major 
newspapers in the country has sharply 
declined. Where a major city once was 
served by a half dozen papers, it very 
likely now has only one or two. Com­ 
peting viewpoints no longer provide a 
built-in corrective to ideological 
censorship. 
In this context, when a Federal 
prosecutor or a grand jury demands 
access to a newsman’s sources, notes, 
tapes or what-not, the thing that is 
really 
being challenged 
is 
his 
monopoly of control over the raw data. 
The government, not unreasonably, 
suspects that control of being exer­ 
cised in ways that are ideologically 
slanted against it. 
Newsmen, for their part, reasonably 
reply that their efforts will be seriously 
hampered unless they can protect 
their sources. 
Since this is fundamentally a power 
struggle, and not an issue of principle 
— let along a constitutional issue — it 
will probably end in a tacit practical 
trade-off. The media, at least tem­ 
porarily, will become a bit less 
idological; the judges and prosecutors, 
while watchful, will not insist so 
sternly 
on 
getting 
behind 
the 
presentation to the sources and the 
raw data.

Ever since I was a child, I recall that 
all our illnesses were blamed on 
anemia. 
If we caught cold often, or if we slept 
badly, it was because we 
were 
“anemic.” 
Now, as the mother of two girls, I 
find 
myself 
similarly 
blaming 
“anemia.” Would you explain anemia 
to all of us? 
Mrs. J.S.D.,Wis. 
Dear Mrs. D.: 
Anemia has always been a deffuse 
classification into which many symp­ 
toms would be lumped without real 
medical justification. 
There should be no guesswork about 
anemia because the number of red 
blood cells that circulate in the blood 
stream can be accurately counted. 
Deficiencies, therefore, can be readily 
recognized and measured. 
A few facts about the blood might 
give a better comprehension of the 
total picture of anemia. 
The normal number of red blood 
cells in a cubic millimeter of blood is 
about 5 million in men and about 41* 
million in women. 
The red blood cells are normally 
manufactured in the bone marrow and 
are constantly being replenished. 
Each red blood cell lasts about two 
or three months and then, having 
exhausted its function, is destroyed in 
the spleen. 
Under the microscope, the size and 
the shape of the red blood cells are 
indicative of their health. 
The amount of hemoglobin carried 


by these cells is one indicator of the 
absence or presence of one of the many 
types of anemia. 
When anemia is suspected, many 
intricate studies can establish a 
diagnosis and point the wy for a cure. 
A sudden loss of blood can, of course, 
produce an anemia which can be 
rectified by a replacement of that 
blood. 
Some anemias are due to an 
inadequate production of the blood 
cells. Some chronic diseases of the 
intestinal tract, for example, may be 
responsible for anemia. 


Iron plays an important role in 
anemia. Diets with inadequate iron 
content or the inability of the body to 
absorb iron can be responsible for 
anemia. 
Pernicious anemia is caused by 
deficiency of a special 
“intrinsic 
factor” in the stomach juices. 
A special type of anemia is caused 
by the failure of the blood marrow to1 
replenish red blood cells. 
Similarly, there are some diseases 
that tend to destroy red blood cells, 
leaving an inadequate amount in the 
blood stream. 
These facts are but a fraction of the 
many others involved in the total story 
of anemia. 
The homemade label of “anemia” 
has no validity. It must not be used to 
explain away fatigue, listlessness, 
irritability, lack of appetite, frequency 
of colds, poor concentration and the 
many vague symptoms of daily living.

NEW YORK (AP) - Phase 3 may be 
a different sort of animal than it ap­ 
pears. On examining its terms one 
cannot really say what kind of 
creature it will develop into — whether 
it will parry like a cat or trample like a 
horse. 
It appears at the moment to be 
somewhere between mandatorism and 
voluntarism. Little really has been 
scrapped except some regulations and 
bureaucracy. The powers over wages 
and prices are there to be used. 
And that is why it is difficult to 
predict how the creature will grow. 
Presumably, the President can use the 
threat of action to gain his will. But he 
can act directly too. And he can choose 
his targets. It’s his choice. 
To describe the new formula as 
voluntary and let it go at that is 
misleading. It suggests that the choice 
is that of the people, of the wage 
earners and managers, and that if they 
are responsible they will use restraint. 
In a limited sense that is true. But 
much of the voluntary nature of Phase 
3 relates to the administration and 
whether or not it decides to act — and 
when and where. In effect, whether it 
chooses to use the stick in the closet. 
It is clear that there still are con­ 
trols, that the administration is still 
deeply involved in the marketplace, 
and that it can still step in and demand 
its way in wage-price matters. 
There has been a reduction of the 
bureaucratic complications, the red 
tape, the frustrating record-keeping, 
and in some sense the fear. To that 
degree, business and labor have been 
relieved of a psychological burden. 
This relief could have its immediate 
result in providing elements of the 
economy with the desire to seek 
growth, and economic growth is a 
requirement if certain inflationary 
demands are to be avoided. 
As many people understand, In­ 
flation can attack from two directions. 
If costs exceed profits then prices are 
pushed higher and restraints must be 
imposed. If production cannot keep 
pace with demand, prices are pulled 
up. 


It is widely believed that the shed­ 
ding of some regulatory complications 
will give business a greater degree of 
freedom to expand, or at least keep 
pace with demand, and thus lessen the 
inflation threat from that direction. 
But by that same move, some of the 
pricing restraints come off, too. No 
matter that the United States has cut 
its inflation rate to near 3.5 per cent, or 
nearly one-half that of most industrial 
nations, there are costpush in­ 
flationary pressures at work. 
The gigantic leap in wholesale prices 
during December, even though it may 
have been a one-month freak of nature 
and statistics, demonstrates how 
volatile, how potentially explosive is 
the inflation situation today.

CHICAGO (AR) — There are ad­ 
ditional findings that somebody else’s 
smoking may be hazardous to your 
health. 
A physician writing in the Jan. 15 
issue of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association deals with the 
possibility in response to a question 
from another physician. 
Dr. Donald A. Dukelow of the AMA’s 
department of education was asked: 
“Is there evidence to support recent 
claims that a nonsmoker with an all­ 
day exposure to a smoke-filled room 
inhales as much smoke as though he 
himself had smoked a pack of ciga­ 
rettes?” 
Dukelow told the inquirer his 
"concern about the hazard of exposure 
to a smoke-filled room is supported” 
and cited several studies of the effects 
of cigarette smoke on nonsmokers. 
One study cited found that smoking 
cigarettes in a closed room soon makes 
the concentration of nicotine and dust 
particles so high that the nonsmoker 
inhales as much harmful tobacco 
byproducts as a smoker inhales from 
four or five cigarettes.

She readily admitted the 
pay would be better in the commercial

“But that kind of 
flying -even though I wouldn’t turn it 
down—tends to become mundane over 
the years,” she said. “This is the kind 
of opportunity that comes only once. 
I’ll probably make the Navy a career.” 
She knows a career pilot eventually 
will pilot a desk instead of an airplane, 
but that doesn’t bother her. “I think 
they rotate you. They let you fly for six 
years, then put you behind a desk for 
two years. 
“That’s another advantage to the 
Navy. They give you a chance to learn 
to manage other people.”

Miss Merims is not wily a fully- 
rated pilot, but she is also a flight in­ 
structor. 
The teacher-student role may be 
reversed, however, when she takes her 
first Navy flight.

In sequence, each 
group of three digits say that a clever 
but hungry housebreaker robbed an 
apartment house early one morning 
but stopped to break into a candy 
machine in the lobby before taking a 
slim tool and trying to force the lock on 
an apartment. The computer code then 
says he failed, broke in through a door,

Teachout says that, someday, the 
computer may be coming up with 
probability curves, predicting the 
times and locations of crimes before 
they happen.

Two men were 
arrested by police last week and 
charged with robbing a convenience 
st*>re several days earlier. They were 
arrested at a similar convenience 
shire after GACHA predicted their 
next move.

The Phase 2 
wage and price controls cost the 
country about $95 million during the 14 
months they were in effect, the 
government says. 
But 'Treasury Secretary George P. 
Shultz said Monday the costs of Phase 
3, which was announced last week, 
should la* less. 
The Phase 2 costs included $62.7 
million in expenses for the Internal 
Revenue 
Service, 
which 
was 
responsible for enforcing the controls 
that were put into effect on Nov. 14, 
1971. 
The Justice Department spent about 
$3.7 million and the remaining funds 
were spent by the Pay Board, the Price 
Commission and the Cost of Living 
Council, the agencies set up to ad­ 
minister the controls. 
Shultz said it is hoped tile control 
bureaucracy under Phase 3 can be 
reduced from 4,(KM) to 2,OCK). Phase 3 is 
a new system of both mandatory and 
voluntary restraints on wages and 
prices. 
The Phase I wage-price freeze cost 
about $1.3 million during 90 days it was 
in effect.

Some fine old music boxes 
may l>e hidden away in attics 
and barns 
Music boxes are bringing 
big prices as old ones become 
more scarce, and there are so 
many collectors, including 
young people, that there are 
music Iwtx societies, an en­ 
cyclopedia 
of 
automatic 
musical instruments and 
books on musical boxes and 
bow to repair them. One 
collector, Vicki Glasgow, not 
only has a large collection of 
boxes, she has organized a 
little museum. 
“ The chances of finding a 
good music box in a junk pile 
are pretty remote, though,” 
she 
advises 
would-be 
scavenzers. “ To have value a 
box must be in perfect con­ 
dition without mechanical 
defects or missing teeth from 
cylinders, and the tonal 
quality must he good. Some 
boxes look beautiful, but vital 
parts may be missing. Quite a 
number of boxes have been 
made in recent years, and one 
must have a trained eye to 
recognize the old from the 
new. 
Even 
experienced 
collectors can be fooled.” 
At the New York Antiques 
Center where Mrs. Glasgow 
has been displaying her own 
music boxes among those

belonging to European and 
American collectors, she 
quickly identified a small 
polyphon box with bird for an 
owner as being fairly modem 
even though it resembled an 
antique one. 
Instruments 
at 
her 
museum include miniature 
cylinder movements in snuff 
boxes 
and 
large 
disc 
movements in upright till 
case cabinets. A music box is 
any automated musical in­ 
strument and can include the 
“ very desirable reproducing 
piano,” nickelodeon, hardy 
gurdy, clocks with musical 
attachements and toys. One 
minstrel picture winds to play 
a tune. Cylinder boxes made 
before 1850 are likely to be 
key wound. I-iter ones have 
crank handles. 
Some wooden boxes are 
fairly plain and many people 
purchase them to provide 
new cabinetry. Later boxes 
are mahogany, walnut, oak, 
fruitwood, and were inlaid 
with beautiful woods or 
mother of pearl. In her 
collection are boxes priced 
from $55 to $7,000 — the price 
of one 
with 
19 perfect 
changeable cylinders and 
original tone cards. The most 
interesting box, a hardcarved 
tall piece of furniture in a 
wooden 
case 
with 
an 
automatic record changer, 
the forerunner of the modem 
juke box, may be worth 
$4,500, but 
Mrs. Glasgow 
would never part with it. 
She parlayed a liobby into a 
business 13 years ago, she 
explains, when she and her 


husband bought an 8-inch box 
for $100 in New Hampshire 
where they wert* on vacation. 
She abandoned her previous 
hobby of collecting imper, 
prints and books when she 
acquired the little box made 
by Regina, the first American 
maker, and considered the 
finest disc Itox maker in the 
world. On today's market it 
would have brought about 
$350, she intuits out. 
That Itox also provided her 
husband, a CPA, a diversion 
from his business. He became 
so interested in its movement 
that In* soon became “ a 
marvelous restorer.” 
In a sense the music box 
business is a lost art, Mrs. 
Glasgow explains, because so 
much of it was cottage in­ 
dustry with parts made with 
tender loving hand care. 
Musical Swiss watches were 
made in the 18th century and 
old Swiss boxes bring very 
high prices. In the 19th 
century came the snuff boxes 
of a tortoise shell or filligreed 
with enamel. 
Cylinders have thousands 
of tiny pins on them which hit 
a comb-like arrangement of 
tines to cause music by 
vibrations. The Germans 
manufactured 
the 
first 
musical box which played 
interchangeable discs 
— 
vertically mounted combs 
over which a cardboard disc 
with perforations was used — 
hut the American box was 
considered superior because 
d improved the tonal quality. 
I-der discs were made of 
metal.

M arshall 
R. 
Spangler, 
health 
systems consultant and information 
scientist formerly with the University 
of Missouri School of Medicine, has 
just been appointed project director 
for the Charlotte County, 
Florida, 
Health Maintenance Organization. 
His selection was approved by Dr. G. 
A. Reich of the Atlanta office of the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare. Under a federal H.M.O. grant 
from H.E.W. Spangler, 57, a native of 
Pickaway County, Ohio, and his 
associates are filing incorporation 
papers tor the Charlotte Health Care 
Plan, Inc., a not-for-profit group. 
The Plan eventually will offer a 
legally instituted benefit “package” of 
health care on a prepaid basis both for 
individuals and corporations. Special 
attention will center on preventative 
medicine. Incorporation will climax an 
18-month demographic, economic and 
sociological study of the rapidly 
growing 
Port 
C harlotte 
area, 
originally a retirement mecca now a 
thriving total community. 
The Charlotte research was laun­ 
ched in July, 1971, through a $55,000 
allotment from H.E.W. to Health 
Facilities Research, Inc. The results 
were 
prom ising 
and 
the 
state 
legislature passed new laws to set 
guidelines for H.M.O.’s in cooperation 
with the Department of Health. A new 
grant of $104,000 in July, 1972, per­ 
mitted the next step, organizing the 
Charlotte Health Care Plan which 
could become a model for other 
H.M.O’s in the state. 
Health Facilities Research Inc. will 
continue to operate as a link to seek 
federal assistance when needed for 
future studies. 
Port Charlotte is located 28 miles 
north of Fort Myers and 45 miles south 
of Sarasota in the heart of Southwest 
Florida’s population explosion. It is the 
largest of eight new communities now 
being built on both the east and west 
coasts by G eneral Development 
Coportion. 
Fifteen years ago cattle roamed the 
ranges along the Tamiami Trail (U.S. 
41). Today Port Charlotte and its twin, 
North Port Charlotte, have reached 
the 23,500 mark with census projec­ 
tions forecasting a doubling in size in 
the next decade. Port Charlotte also is 
the home of the nationally known, 
million-dollar Cultural Center which 
includes the Port Charlotte University, 


and adult educational facility af­ 
fectionately called PCU, a library, a 
420-seat auditorium for movies, 
concerts and the Little Theater and a 
new Senior Lounge manned by 1,000 
volunteers. 
PCU, 
operated 
by 
the 
Adult 
Education Association of Charlotte 
County, has more than 2,700 students 
attending over 150 classes a week. 
Courses range in variety from 
literature, economics, history, world 
affairs, health forums and arts and 
crafts to “How to Play Golf” and “How 
to Think Uke a Florida Fish.” 
Spangler joined the Port Charlotte 
saga in June, 1971, when a group of 
doctors sought guidance in developing 
and implementing a health data ana 
information system. He organized a 
color code data system providing 
portable microfilmed health history 
cards for clients. Marketing is now 
national in scope. The microfilm with 
the complete health record will fit in a 
pocket-size wallet for emergency use 
of doctors anywhere in the country. 


As a member of the University of 
Missouri faculty, Spangler has a 
background of 15 years in com­ 
munications technology. The goal is to 
train young doctors in computers, data 
processing, and research and en­ 
courage preventative medicine. 
Spangler was born in Pickaway 
County, near Tarlton, and IO miles 
from Circleville, the son of William I. 
Spangler, the inventor of automatic 
clay pigeon targets for skeet shooting. 
Spangler Sr. operated the Spangler 
Manufacturing Co. in Dayton. One 
year, father and son were cocham­ 
pions at the American Trapshooting 
tournament in Vandalia, Ohio. 


Young Spangler won a scholarship to 
Otterbein College, studied premedic 
and pretheological subjects at Ot­ 
terbein College and Ohio State with his 
goal to become a medical missionary. 
Then followed a long career in which 
he was identified with the U.S. Public 
Health Service, as an industrial 
engineer with Curtiss-W right in 
Columbus during World War II, later 
with the military intelligence division 
of the Fifth Army at Fort Hayes and 
the 444th Strategic Intelligence team in 
North Africa. In the Fifties and Sixties 
he turned to information science, 
particularly with the Arizona State 
University in Tempe, Ariz., and then 


Corona Jury 
Deadlocked 
FAIRFIELD, Calif. (AP) - The 
jury in the Juan Corona mass murder 
trial has reported an 8-4 deadlock, but 
the panel has been ordered to continue 
trying to reach a verdict. 
Judge Richard E. Patton instructed 
the jurors on Monday not to reveal 
whether the majority favors con­ 
viction or acquittal for Corona, who is 
charged with the slayings of 25 men. 
After 28 hours of jury deliberations 
in four days, jury foreman Ernest 
Phillips told the court, “We have 
readied what appears to be an im­ 
passe. We cannot decide one way or 
the other about the guilt or innocence.” 
Patton ordered the jurors in the 14- 
week trial to continue their efforts and 
not to report back before noon Unlay. 
Corona, 38, was expressionless as 
the announcement was made in a 
makeshift courtroom at the state 
nu*dical facility in Vacaville, where he 
has been recuperating from heart 
trouble since Friday night. Because he 
was considered too ill to be moved to 
the Fairfield courtroom, the judge 
ordered the jury bused eight miles to 
the Vacaville facility to make the 
announcement. It was the first the jury 
knew of Corona’s illness. 
Corona, a Mexican citizen and a 
farm labor contractor, is charged with 
murdering

simply because they may be opposed 
to the majority. Do not violate your 
individual judgment.” 
Prosecutor G. Dave Teja said in case 
of a hung jury, a second trial would be 
automatic.
